by hard and close study and research 
just as the successful lawyer, doctor, 
preacher, artist and scientists do, 
but wholly unlike these professions, 
the great big, hearted, brainy suc­ 
cessful fruitgrowers give their knowl­ 
edge, experience and advice to all 
freely. 
On this I will cpiote a few

Rep. , p, 110) 
“ How many of us give out facts of 
our profession which have cost us 
months of labor and many dollars 
of money to prove for the mere ask­ 
ing.

those at the top of the profession 
know better— they know the secret 
ot success in most seasons, and are 
constantly 
studying 
and 
experi­ 
menting to leUrn how to overcome 
the most extreme climatic influences, 
and the bad seasons, and will one 
day be masters of the situation, 
and, with the exception of the most 
extreme seasons, be able to produce 
each year a regular even 
crop of 
the choicest fruits. 
The annual destruction 
by 
in­ 
sects and fungi of the fruits of the 
state 
reaches 
from 
25 
to 
50 per cent 
of the entire 
crop. 
The 
ordinary 
farmer who is not 
thoroughly posted in these matters 
receives from one-acre apple orch­ 
ard from nothing to $ioo per year, 
while the enlightened, 
wide-awake 
horticulturist receives from his acre 
from $100 to $500 per year. 
The 
same is true of other fruits, and the 
want 
of 
success 
from 
lack 
of 
knowledge causes a loss to the state 
of millions of 
dollars 
annually. 
How can this be remedied? 
I offer 
the 
following 
suggestions 
to the 
careful 
consideration of all 
M is­ 
sourians: 
Have the state annually place to 
the credit of the state horticultural 
society the sum of $10, 000, the so­ 
ciety to employ a good man and re­ 
quire him to go into each county of 
the state and organize horticultural 


societies, hold institutes and meet­ 
ings and instruct the people in the 
art of horticulture and teach them 
the true science of fruit-growing. 
The secretay should issue bulletins 
0 the farmers and members of all 
horticultural societies in the state, 
giving them fresh instructions, new 
remedies and discoveries just at the 
time they most need it. 
The pres­ 
ent plan of issuing only the annual 
reports, while of wonderful benefit, 
is entirely too slow. 
By the present 
slow process of the state printing 
office these reports are not printed in 
time to be of great benefit utnil 
he second year after the discover­ 
ies, remedies, advice, etc. , 
therein 
treated were made. 
( would not 
for one 
moment 
think 
of doing 
away with these annual reports, but 
1 would put them in the hands of 
printers who coulu get them out by 
the first of March of each year. In­ 
stead of 3, 500 copies, as now pub­ 
lished. 1 would have at least 10, 000, 
all bound in cloth. 
In this itiner­ 
ant work give the secretary one or 
more assistants, one of whom should 
be 
an 
entomologist, 
who should 
furnish the secretary with entomo­ 
logical notes for the bulletins, and 
an annual report to be published in 
the annual reports of the Horticul­ 
tural society, and also in the annual 
reports 
of 
the 
state 
board 
of 
agriculture. 
The cash 
income of 
the Horticultural society from mem­ 
bership fees, and the surplus, if any, 
of the state appropriation might be 
used by the society for premiums at 
their annual and semi-annual meet 
ings and state fairs.

Keep this work up, and at 
the end of ten years the annual fruit 
crop of this state will be $50, 000, 000 
instead of $10, 000, 000 to $20, 000, -

would amount to $100, 000 in 
10 
years, 
and the net income for the 
tenth year would be at least $30, - 
000, 000, and for the 10 years could 
be safely put at $100, 000, 000. 
How 
long would you hav^ to talk to a 
business man to get him to invest 
$100, 000 and 
receive 
in 
return 
$ 100, 000, 000? 
This is not all! 
The benefits of 
this work would not stop here, but 
go on blessing the generations 
to 
come until the 
“ wreck of nations 
and crash of worlds. ” 
This is not 
fancy 
or a idle dream, but sober 
facts. 
How shall this 
appropria­ 
tion be gotten? 
By 
the 
horticul­ 
turists turning their special atten­ 
tion to the members of the legis 
lature in a systematic way; by those 
in each county holding stated meet­ 
ings and having a standing commit­

each of these meetings,

enlighten and educate these 
law­ 
makers by showing them what the 
society has done in its cramped and 
crippled condition.

allowance 
of $10, 000 
per 
annum.

society, and ask them to first read 
and reread each one of Secretary 
Goodm an’s reports, next the discus­ 
sions, resolutions and able articles

Then get them to join the 
society and promise to vote for the 
appropriation of $10, 000 as above 
set forth. 
Write articles to your 
country papers on this subject and 
get them to publish choice articles 
from the annual reports bearing on 
the subject.

asked la te r w ha t she m e an t she broke 
dow n and w as un able to go on. 
A m otive for the crim e w as furn ished 
by an official of one of the F a ll R iver 
banks, w ho say s tha t he know s tha t 
Mr, B orden w as pre pa rin g to m ake a 
w ill and appo rtio n his estate.

The Sudden Deaths of Two Sisters After a 
Bug g y Accident Due Really to Suicide. 
F airm ount 
, Neb., A ug. 13.—I t now 
appears tha t MLs.ses B ertha and Lizzie 
Shultz, w ho fell from a buggy , W ednes­ 
day , and fell dead a sho rt tim e after- 
xvards in the ir hom e, w ere n o t killed 
by the fall, hut com m itted suicide. 
C ounty A tto rn ey Sloan cam e here 
from Geneva y esterd ay and began a 
quie t investigation. 
lie visited every 
d rug store in tow n, but each proprie­ 
to r em phatically denied having sold the 
g irls poison. 
He then began a search 
of the d rug g ists' registers. 
On tha t of 
W oodruff w as found the follow ing en ­ 
try : 
“ B ertha S hultz (for H. S.) stry c h­ 
nine, one-eighth ounce, ra ts and m ice.” 
T he l)ottlc co n tain in g the poison w as 
found in the S hultz y ard. 
T he lalxil 
w as .scratched off. 
Phy sicians estim ate 
tha t the lK)ttle contain« *d enough poison 
to k ill 130 men. 
An effort w ill now he m ade to find 
some cause for suicide, but the investi­ 
g ato rs are w holly in the dark.
